The  Colossus  of  Clinfcm 

For  well  over  75  years  a  giant  has  been  growing  up 


in  Mississippi  and  it  is  fitting  at  this  particular  time  that 
we  pause  to  take  his  measure. 

Dotson  McGinnis  Nelson  is  rounding  out  a  quarter  of 
a  century  as  president  of  Mississippi  CoUege.  His  amazing 
career  in  the  service  of  The  Great  King  is  one  of  the  seven 
wonders  of  the  Baptist  world. 

Durable  as  tempered  steel,  he  has  been  a  tower  of 
strength  for  Mississippi  in  all  of  these  changing  years. 

Arriving  here  in  1880  he,  like  Saul  of  Tarsus,  has  moved 
through  a  life  busy  with  divine  compulsions.  And  how  at 
the  77tii  milepost  ne  is  still  going  briskly  apace. 

SINCE  1932  when  Dr.  Nelson  became  president  of  the 
college  at  Clinton  the  school  has  made  phenomenal  strides. 
Count  the  buildings  that  have  materialked  on  the  campus 


FREDERICKSBURG,  Va,, 
August,  1T68— (BP)— Five  Bap¬ 
tist*  Imprisoned  because  they 
refused  to  quit  preaching  the 
gospel  apparently  have  been  re¬ 
leased  for  the  same-  reason. 
Even  behind  bars  the  Baptists 
continued  to  preach  to  any  on 
the  outeide  who  would  listen. 

Long  ignored  here  as  bother¬ 
some  but  Insignificant,  Baptists 
are  now  being  pWsecuted  be¬ 
cause  they  present  a  threat  to 
•the  state  church  of  Virginia. 
But  the  civil  and  religious 
hierachy  is  discovering  that  the 
dissenters  merely  thrive  on 
persecution. 

The  prisoners,  I,ewis  Craig. 
John  Waller,  James  Reid,  and 
James  Childs,  ministers,  and 
William  Mash,  a  layman,  were 
seized  by  a  sheriff  on  Jjjne  4 
and  hauled  before  magistrates 
who  required  them  to  post  ap¬ 
pearance  bonds  of  one  thousand 
pounds.  While  there  is  no  law 
in  Virginia  against  preaching 


the  Baptist  gospel,  the  defend¬ 
ants  were  charged  with  "dis¬ 
turbing  the  peace.” 

The  couft  two  days  later 
charged  that  the  Baptists  were 
“great  disturbers  of  the  peace,” 
the  prosecuting  attorney  declar¬ 
ing  that  they  were  guilty  of  the 
crime  of  not  being  able  to  meet 
a  man  in  the  road  without  try¬ 
ing  to  “rabi  a  text  of  Scripture 
down  his  throat.” 

Waller  made  such  an  able 
defense  for  the  prisoners,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  court  was  not 
quite  sure  how  to  dispose  of 
the  case.  Flntdly,  the  accused 
were  told  that  they  would  be 
released  on  their  pledge  that 
they  would  not  preach  again 
for  a  year  gnd  a  day.  When 
each  one  promptly  refused  to 
make  such  a  promise  they  were 
ordered  held  as  prisoners  in¬ 
definitely. 

Authorities  were  forewarned 
of  events  to  come  When  the 
prisoners  sang  hymns  as  they 
were  led  from  the  courthouse 
to  the  jalL  This  willingness  of 
the  Baptists  to  suffer  for  their 
convictions  made  a  deep  im¬ 
pression  on  bystanders. 

Four  weeks  later  Lewis  Craig 
was  released  and  immediately 
set  out  for  Williamsburg  to 
appeal  to  the  governor  in  be¬ 
half  of  his  fellow  Baptists.  He 
was  granted  an  audience  by 
John  Blair,  deputy  governor, 
and  won  him  completely.

Even  with  the  work  of  the  city’s  2,595  churches  rep¬ 
resenting  95  denominations,  vast  multitudes  of  the  people 
are  still  not  reached  for  Christ.  Southern  Baptists  have  a 
mission  to  carry  out  In  this  fertile  field,  a  challenge  to 
work  alongside  oat  brethren  from  the  American  Baptist 
Convention  in  reaching  the  lost  and  unanlistad. 

The  Home  Miseion  Board  will  present  to  the  conven¬ 
tion  a  comprehensive  plan  calling  for  a  concentration  of 
effort  on  Cnicagoland.  The  Board  is  following  the  ancient 
Christien  tradition  begun  by  ,Pau]y  going  to  the  population 
centers  with  the  message  of  Christ. 

THE  CONVENTION’S  COMMITTEE  on  Theological 
^ucation  which  has  been  studying  the  matter  of  a  sixth 
Southern  Baptist  seminary,  has  given  some  consideration 
end  study  to  the  matter  of  locating  this  next  school  in  the 
Chicago  area.  While  the  committee  has  indicated  that  they 
will  have  no  recommendation  ready  for  this  year’s  con¬ 
vention,  the  meeting  in  Chicago  next  week  wiH  give  mes¬ 
sengers  an  opportunity  to  look  around  for  themselves.

“The  Fates  consulted  the 
calendar.  ‘It  is  time,’  they  said, 
To  give  to  the  world  another 
great  man.’  Forthwith  the  stork 
flew  forth  and  deposited  Dot 
McGinnis  Nelson  at  Charleston, 
htlssissippi  some  years  ago.  One 
gave  him  tenacity,  another 
eloquence,,  another  courage, 
another  philanthropy,  but  when 
another  would  have  given  him 
beauty  a  mistake  was  made  and 
she  gave  him  butt-headedness 
instead.  Dot  is  one  of  the  best 
all-round  men  in  school,  and  is 
going  to  make  the  world  feel 
his  force.” 

During  the  SO  years  since  this 
statement  was  published  in  the 
1907  ediUon  of  “L’AUegro”,  the 
Mississippi  College  annual.  Dot- 
son  McGinnis  Nelson  has  “made 
his  force  felt  in  the  world,” 
having  the  last  2S  years  capably 
served  as  president  of  Missis- 
sippi  College. 

“Dot”  Nelson’s  tenacity  and 
determination  were  revealed  in 
his  zeal  in  seeking  an  education. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  at  18 
he  had  only  finished  the  eighth 
grade,  he  has  since  received 
the  B.  S.  degree  from  Missis¬ 
sippi  College,  a  degree  in  law 
from  the  University  of  Chicago, 
the  Master’s  degree  and  the  Ph. 
D.  degree  in  Phjrsics  from  the 
University  of  IndUna.  SUll  fill¬ 
ed  with  the  same  powerful 
incentive  to  study,  he  often 
arises  at  3:30  in  the  morning  to 
begin  his  continuing  search  for 
knowledge. 

Bom  near  Charleston,  on 
December  18,  1880,  he  was 
taught  by  his  mother  his  sub¬ 
jects  through  the  eighth  grade. 
Then,  at  18,  he  began  walking 
four  miles  da(ly  to  Charleston 
to  school.  Willing  to  work,  he 
split  and  hauled  logs  to  make 
money  to  attend  school.  An 
able  student,  he  received  his 
high  school  diploma  in  only  two 


and  jhas  written  a  number  of 
scientific  articles  for  scholarly 
publications. 

On  June  18,  1914,  Dotson  Nel¬ 
son  married  Mary  White  in 
Brandon.  Into  the  gracious 
atmosphere  of  their  Christian 
home  were  born  two  children— 
Dotson  M.  Nelson,  Jr.,  now 
pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Greenville,  S.  C.,  and 
a  daughter,  Mary  White,  wife 
of  a  lawyer  in  Connecticut. 
There  are  now  five  grandchild¬ 
ren.  A  good  husband,  father, 
and  grandfather.  Dr.  Nelson  is 
throughtful  of  hU  family  In  the 
little  things  as  well  as  the  big. 

Dr.  Nelson  thoroughly  loyal 
to  his  church.  He  has  been  a 
deacon  at  Clinton  Baptist 
Church  for  the  past  40  years 
and  is  at  present  a  Sunday 
School  teacher.  He  is  active  in 
every  organization  of  the  church 
—except  the  W.  M.  U.I 

His  pastor.  Rev.  Russell  Me- 
InUre,  says,  “As  is  true  of  all 
men  in  public  places  of  leader¬ 
ship,  he  has  been  accused  of 
many  things — but  none  has  ever 
accused  him  of  not  loving  the 
Lord,  and  of  hot  loving  Missis¬ 
sippi  College.”
